He said they completed their 
mid - year final examinations 
Tuesday and left for Oakland 
about 4 p.m. in his car. They 
arrived at her home at 1140 Ash- 
mount Ave., at 7:15 p.m. 

Circo said Carolyn’s younger 
sister, Susan, 16, was the only 
one at home Tuesday evening. 
He left Carolyn there and drove 
to his own home in Antioch.

He’s even more effective 
on defense.” 

It was on defense that Ger¬ 
ald first caught Maderos’ eye, 
mainly because an All - Far 
Western Conference Quarter¬ 
back held down the offensive 
job — George Calkins. 

With Calkins graduated, Ger¬ 
ald moved in and has done a 
good job as signal barker. 

“We’ve never been concerned 
with Gerald’s ability’ to run the 
ball. If he can continue to im¬ 
prove on his passing our quar¬ 
terback problem would be 
solved,” said Maderos.
